Whereas,  prairie  dogs  have  long  been  a costly  pest  to  ranchers  and 
farmers;  and 


Whereas,  prairie  dogs  cause  constant  overgrazing  in  areas  they  inhabit, 
which  in  turn,  causes  root  deterioration  (pruning)  on  climax  grasses, 
such  as.  Blue  Gramma,  Side  Oats  Gramma,  big  and  little  stem.  When 
these  grasses  are  overgrazed  they  cause  invader  species  to  invade, 
in  particular,  three  awn,  sunflowers,  kerosene  weed  and  more.  If 
the  prairie  dogs  are  killed  by  plague  these  invaders  are  the  primary 
plants  left  in  the  dog  town. 

Whereas,  several  counties  in  southeastern  Colorado  have  declared 
prairie  dogs  a rodent  pest;  and 


Whereas,  there  is  an  effort  to  monetarily  pay  individual  landowners 
to  lease  their  habitat  for  prairie  dogs  and/or  receive  payment  to 
raise  prairie  dogs. 


Therefore  be  it  resolved,  the  Bent-Prowers  Cattle  and  Horse  Grower's 
Association  deem  it  necessary  to  clearly  set  forth  a damage  provision, 
that  if  an  individual  receives  payments  for  lease  and/or  to  raise 
prairie  dogs,  that  the  corporators  be  held  liable  to  control  the 
rodents  on  their  property.  Furthermore,  any  intrusion  and/or  damages 
incurred  by  any  • adjoining  land  owner  (neighbor)  will  be  fully 
compensated  for  all  damages  and  losses  incurred  and  expenses  for  removal.
